Each  of  us  has  our  oivn  face.  Each  of  us 
sees  the  institution  in  a  different  ivay.  Each 
of  us  lives  a  different  life  at  Newton  High 
School. 
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We  are  all  an  integral  part  of  the  diver- 
sity of  the  school.  And  yet  we  all  have 
something  in  common;  we  are  all  students. 
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But  in  our  diversity  there  is  contusion. 
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77>er£  ir  ^  confusion  of  our  needs.  For  we  all 
need  to  belong.  But  belonging  is  exclusive. 
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Some  of  us  need  to  belong  to  everything.  Some  of  us  need  to 
belong  to  something.  Some  of  us  need  to  belong  to  only  one 
thing.  And  some  of  us  can't  belong  to  anything  except  ourselves. 
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Because  of  our  size  and  structure  we  are  unable  to  know 
each  other  as  individuals;  there  is  confusion  and  misunder- 
standing. 


We  have  to  set  up  a  sys- 
tem of  classification  to 
disspell  the  confusion,  a 
system  called  prejudice.

Maybe  they  are  hoping  to  unite  us  around  a  cause. 
But  how  have  they  united  us  by  dividing  us?  Are 
they  helping  us  to  understand  each  other  by  em- 
phasizing our  differences? 
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The  institution  acts  upon  all  of  us.  It  directs  our 
time  during  8:13  and  243. 
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For  some  of  us,  it  means  a  model  for  future 
life. 
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For  others  it  means  the  negation  of  potentials.  For  some  it 
means  a  place  to  make  and  meet  friends.  To  be  exposed  to 
ideas,  to  learn. 
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For  some  of  us  it  means  merely  watching  the  clock 
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Some  of  us  thrive  at  Newton  High  School.  We  go 
to  football  games,  relate  to  teachers,  or  share  with 
other  students. 
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Some  of  us  die  at  Newton  High  School.  We  feel  trapped.  We  wonder 
if  school  is  right.  Sometimes  we  know  it  can't  be.  We  know  that  we 
could  see  the  beauty  of  the  autumn  more  clearly  through  the  haze  of 
our  imagination  than  through  the  haze  of  a  dirty  window  and  mud- 
dled discussions.

we  are  strong  enough  to  resist  being  threatened. 
We  realize  it  will  be  over.  And  we  realize  that  there 
are  advantages  to  the  institution.  We  understand 
that  it  stifles,  but  we  also  understand  it  can  create 
and  motivate. 
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B&/  remember  that  there  are  2580  integral  ele- 
ments of  this  institution.  Although  we  may  not  al- 
ways recognize  our  common  characteristics,  we  are 
all  students.  There  is  an  element  of  unity  in  that 
simple  fact. 
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We  felt  a  unity  this  year  for  the  first  time.  We  were  not  unified 
through  the  football  game,  or  the  Musical  or  the  Class  Bake 
Sale,  for  all  these  events  are  exclusive.  They  all  concern  belong- 
ing and  interests.  We  were  unified  through  ourselves. 


Many  of  us  saw  each  other  for  the  first  time.  Many 
of  us  listened  to  each  other  for  the  first  time.  We 
recognized  similarities.  All  of  us  who  were  in- 
volved began  to  understand. 


We  had  a  student  colloquium. 


//  was  Our  colloquium.  We  organized,  led,  and  partici- 
pated in  it.  Students  were  elected  from  their  English 
classes  or  volunteered  to  be  involved.  Discussion  groups 
of  five  to  ten  were  established.  We  spent  a  full  three 
hours  talking.  We  spent  a  full  morning  learning  about 
ourselves. 
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For  those  involved  it  was  an  instant  free  from 
misconceptions,  and  misunderstandings.  It  was 
communication.  It  was  a  time  of  learning  to 
understand  each  other,  to  sympathize  and  em- 
pathize. It  was  a  moment  of  trust  and  unity. 


.  .  .  It  taught  us  that  we  are  all  people, 
after  all.  That  at  times  we  all  feel 
alone  and  alienated.  At  times  we  all 
need  someone  who  understands.  And 
that,  maybe,  we  all  need  each  other. 
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Maybe  we  do  all  need  each  other,  in  order  to  believe. 
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We  recognized  the  student  body  representation  as  a  farce.  One 
segment  of  Newton  High  School  was  being  represented  through 
officers,  student  council,  and  class  committees.  One  faction's 
ideas  were  being  expressed.  We  felt  helpless  in  the  face  of  our 
misrepresentation.  We  were  unable  to  believe  in  our  officers  as 
leaders. 


April  '68  the  student  body  at  Newton  High  School  ran  a 
write-in  candidate  for  Student  Council  President.  The  action 
was  not  decided  upon  until  five  days  before  elections,  but  the 
support  was  overwhelming.  The  school  discovered  that  we 
were  not  apathetic,  we  were  discontent. 
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Our  write-in  candidate  was  simply  the  beginning. 
Even  though  the  administration  vetoed  the  vali- 
dity of  a  write-in  vote  becatise  the  candidate  had 
not  gone  through  the  necessary  preliminaries,  we 
had  proved  something  to  ourselves.  We  had  be- 
gun to  work  together. 
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We  talked  about  ourselves.  We 
learned  about  ourselves.  Many  of  us 
began  to  understand  for  the  first  time 
that  the  institution  should  be  our 
tool.  That  we  were  there  to  learn 
and  that  maybe  there  were  more  ef- 
fective ways  of  learning.

There  are  2,580  of  us;  somehow  the  insti- 
tution relates,  judges,  and  controls  all  of 
us.  One  vehicle  of  control  is  called  the 
House  System. 
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A  House  is  the  center  of  student  disciplinary  action. 
We  have  study  halls  in  our  House,  we  are  punished  by 
our  Houses,  and  we  are  rewarded  through  our  Houses. 
Houses  are  a  center  for  communication  within  the  school. 


The  House  System  was  set  up  at  Newton  High  School 
almost  eight  years  ago.  It  was  a  time  when  the  anonymity 
of  2,580  students  became  apparent  to  the  administration. 
Houses  were  created  to  disspell  the  confusion,  to  bring 
attention  and  concern  to  the  individual  student,  to  let  him 
know  that  someone  cares. 


Our  Housemasters  interpret 
the  rules  that  the  administra- 
tion creates. 


Each  of  us 
belongs  to  a 
House.  We  go 
to  homeroom 
there,  we  get 
cut  slips 
through  our 
House  offices, 
and  white 
cards  from 
our  House- 
masters. 
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Houses  create  the  Newton  High 
School  in  which  we  live.  Because  they 
interpret  the  rules,  they  interpret  the 
structure  of  our  institution.  Often  times 
they  are  an  experimental  control  for 
possible  school  reforms. 


For  those  of  us  who  are  students  in  Adams  House,  this 
year  was  one  of  freedom  .  .  .  We  began  to  have  the 
freedom  to  help  interpret  the  potentials  of  our  institu- 
tion. We  began  to  reshape  the  basic  orientation  of  study 
halls,  we  established  a  student  lounge.

Our  student  lounge  was  a  place  to  re- 
lax, to  listen  to  music,  to  eat,  or  to 
sleep.  We  did  away  with  the  traditional 
study  hall  of  teacher  domination.  Those 
who  wanted  to  study  quietly  could  do 
so  in  the  House  Office.

Differences  manifest  themselves  through  the  individual  teacher's  interpretation 
of  education,  and  ultimately  his  interpretation  of  Life.  A  teacher  may  spend  one 
hundred  and  eighty  days  a  year  trying  to  convey  subject  matter;  but  probably  the 
most  important  thing  that  he  will  convey  is  the  element  of  his  personality  that  de- 
termines his  approach  to  each  of  the  thirty  human  beings  in  any  one  of  his  classes. 
Even  five  or  six  years  from  now  a  student  may  not  remember  any  of  the  basic 
formuli  within  the  course,  but  he  will  probably  remember  part  of  the  basic  formula 
of  the  teacher's  relationship  to  him.  He  may  remember  one  specific  incident  that 
epitomizes  the  teacher's  personality.  It  is  in  this  manner  that  every  teacher  offers 
some  knowledge  to  his  student.  A  teacher  may  offer  his  student  an  insight  on  the 
ability  to  give.  He  may  teach  him  that  people  are  important,  by  letting  the  stu- 
dent know  he  thinks  a  student  is  important.  Or  he  may  teach  a  student  to  be  de- 
pendent only  on  himself.  Maybe  this  is  the  goal  of  Education,  to  transmit  and 
relate  to  the  student,  to  communicate.  Maybe  this  is  learning.  .  .  .

Newton  High  School's  stunning  Thanksgiving  Day  victory  over  an  undefeated 
Brookline  High  brought  to  Newton  something  which  had  been  wanting  for  fifteen 
years — a  share  of  the  coveted  Class  A  football  title.  The  victory  gave  the  Newton 
men  a  spectacular  8-1  record. 

The  Tigers  began  their  campaign  with  a  victory  against  a  typically  huge  Everett 
eleven.  After  the  first  half,  which  showed  Everett  ahead  12-7,  Newton  sharpened 
both  its  offense  and  defense  and  reigned  at  the  end  21-12.  Patterns  were  established 
in  this  game  which  Tiger  fans  were  to  see  throughout  the  season.  Outstanding  pass- 
ing attack  and  strong  running  were  to  mark  the  offense,  while  the  defense  seemed 
impregnable,  especially  in  the  second  half.  The  offensive  line  was  led  by  Bob  Cag- 
giano,  Bob  Snyder,  Richard  Johnson,  Gary  Genovese,  and  Ken  Butler,  while  the 
offensive  backfield  was  made  up  of  Bob  Wargin,  Mike  Butts,  Jay  Civetti,  Joe  Di- 
Seglio,  and  George  Norcross.  The  defensive  linemen  were  Jay  Wilton,  Marc  Simon, 
Tom  Shaw,  John  Myerson,  Steve  Frager,  Walter  Bianchi,  and  Mike  Ryan.  The 
defensive  secondary  was  made  up  of  Carl  Anderson,  Jerry  Coleman,  and  Ray  Ball. 
Colin  Clapton,  Ron  Arcese,  plus  Co-Captains  Bob  Sweeney  and  Joe  Picariello 
went  both  ways. 

Next  on  the  slate:  Brockton.  The  Tigers  easjly  won,  19-8  as  Colin  Clapton  scored 
three  touchdowns.  The  Tigers'  only  setback  came  against  Weymouth,  when  New- 
ton lost  28-8.  At  Watertown,  Newton  completely  dominated  the  action  on  the  rain 
soaked  field  winning  21-0.  Newton  faced  a  "must  win"  situation  against  Arlington, 
battling  to  a  6-0  win.  Newton,  plagued  the  last  two  years  by  the  presence  of  Ed 
Rideout  on  the  Medford  team,  reversed  the  situation  this  year  as  they  beat  Med- 
ford,  24-12.  Boston  Latin  succumbed  to  the  Tigers  6-0  on  a  very  cold  day  at  White 
Stadium.  At  Waltham,  Tiger  Jay  Civetti  ran  81  yards  for  the  first  of  his  three  touch- 
downs on  the  opening  kickoff  as  the  Tigers  won  29-14! 

Then  undefeated  Brookline.  If  the  Tigers  won  they  would  claim  a  share  of  the 
Class  A  title.  At  first  Newton  looked  tight  as  they  drew  early  penalties,  but  the 
first  score  came  as  Colin  Clapton  capped  a  70  yard  drive  by  going  over  from  the 
one  yard  line.  Brookline  got  its  points  in  the  fourth  quarter  on  a  13  yard  pass  play. 
The  conversion  attempt  was  foiled  as  Ray  Ball  leaped  high  into  the  air  to  knock 
down  the  pass.  Senior  Joe  DiSeglio,  who  had  been  hindered  all  season  by  ailments, 
captured  the  Tigers'  insurance  points  on  a  28  yard  run  late  in  the  fourth  quarter. 
With  this  eighth  victory,  Newton  claimed  half  of  the  Class  A  Football  Title.  No 
sports  team  can  be  successful  without  a  united  effort.  This  year  the  coaches  organ- 
ized specialized  units.  Mr.  Walker  and  Mr.  Guzzi  were  the  defensive  coaches  while 
head-coach  Ronayne  and  Mr.  Fortune  were  the  offensive  coaches.  Congratulations 
must  also  go  to  the  players  who  provided  the  depth  for  the  team:  Bob  Murphy, 
Bill  Keeler,  Richard  Cunningham,  Brian  Keefe,  Mark  Lennon,  George  Gardner, 
Marc  Simon,  and  Paul  Gorfine.  Very  consistent  kicking  was  provided  all  season  by 
the  toe  of  Keith  Kozlowski.  Co-Captains  Joe  Picariello  and  Bob  Sweeney  provided 
able  leadership  throughout  the  season. 
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The  days  were  cold  and  crisp,  sometimes  rainy  and  sometimes  sunny.  They 
were  unpredictable  but  the  football  players  weren't.  They  were  always  skillful 
and  full  of  courage.  They  could  be  counted  on.  The  excitement,  the  screams 
and  cheers,  the  ecstasy  of  a  game  won.

This  year's  soccer  team  unfortunately  began  its  season  by 
losing  its  first  two  games  against  Watertown  and  Lincoln-

students'  interest.  The  soccer  team  seems  detached  from 
Newton  High  because  they  practice  and  play  away  from  the 
school  so  much  of  the  time.  The  precarious  situation  is  com- 
pounded by  the  fact  that  most  of  the  students'  fall-time  spirit 
is  directed  towards  the  more  publicized  football  games.  Still, 
the  team  managed  to  rally  its  defenses  and  come  back  for  a 
respectable  9-4-1  record,  a  record  capable  of  placing  the 
team  in  the  Suburban  League's  third  place.

Each  competitor  is  entirely  on  his  own  from  the  time  he 
mounts  a  piece  of  apparatus  until  he  finishes  his  routine.  The 
success  of  the  team  depends  upon  the  sum  of  each  individual 
performance. 

But  it  is  team  enthusiasm  which  unifies  the  individual 
gymnasts  with  a  common  goal — not  only  to  do  well  for  one- 
self, but  to  give  more  than  100%  effort  for  a  team  victory. 

Led  by  co-captains  Jim  Battista  and  Bill  Henry,  the  pre- 
dominately senior  squad  compiled  an  impressive  9-2  record 
in  dual  meets  during  the  '69  season.  The  Cats  captured  the 
Suburban  League  title  for  the  fourth  straight  year,  and  were 
invited  to  compete  in  the  Massachusetts  State  Team  Cham- 
pionship held  at  Andover  High  School  on  March  15.  In  the 
Suburban  League  Individual  Championships  the  Tigers  won 
13  out  of  a  possible  21  medals. 

Most  of  this  year's  competitors  consist  of  nine  seniors  who 
have  been  practising  in  gymnastics  for  three  years  or  more.

Hillel  Kieval  competes  for  the  Tigers  on  the  parallel 
bars  and  the  still  rings.  Ed  Childs  throws  a  hecht  vault  over 
the  long  horse  and  a  "peach-basket"  on  the  parallel  bars.  Don 
Blakely,  Jeff  Silverman,  Rich  Simonelli,  and  Paul  Pasquerosa 
each  have  a  special  event.  For  Don,  it  is  the  side  horse — the 
beast.  Jeff  and  Rich  have  quite  a  rivalry  going  on  the  rings. 
Paul  is  a  long-horse  vaulter.  Their  healthy  competition  has 
encouraged  each  other  to  get  better  and  better.

The  motto  of  the  1969  Girls'  Varsity  Basketball  team 
—"NEWTON  TIGERS  ARE  TOPS"— turned  out  to  be 
more  than  optimism  when  the  Pussycats  won  the  cham- 
pionship of  the  third  annual  Billerica  Invitational  Tourna- 
ment. 

The  team,  coached  by  Carolyn  Lukowicz,  had  a  record 
of  eight  wins  and  two  losses  which  earned  them  an  invita- 
tion to  the  Tournament.  On  Valentine's  Day  the  members 
of  the  team  presented  themselves  to  the  Billerica  Tourna- 
ment with  black  and  orange  ribbons  bearing  their  motto, 
bright  orange  tunics,  a  large  Esso  Tiger  sign  saying 
"Stamp  Out  Acton,"  and  a  40-29  victory  over  Acton- 
Boxboro  Regional  High  School.  High  Scorers  in  this  game 
wee  juniors  Margie  Drew  ( 12  points)  and  Kathy  Fay  (8). 

The  following  Monday  saw  the  Pussycats  return  to  take 
on  Stoneham  High  in  one  of  the  most  exciting  games  of 
the  Tournament.  At  one  time  during  the  third  period 
Stoneham  had  a  seven-point  lead;  however,  in  a  frantic 
fourth  quarter  and  final  fifty  seconds,  Newton  came  from 
behind  to  win,  33-32. 

The  final  game  of  the  Tournament  (on  Feb.  22)  was 
between  Newton  and  defending  champions  Arlington  High. 
Arlington  was  favored  to  win,  and  at  one  time  during 
the  third  period  had  a  lead  of  eleven  points  and  seemed 
to  be  controlling  the  game.  In  the  final  quarter,  however, 
Margie  Drew's  field  goal  with  two  seconds  remaining  won 
the  game  for  Newton,  32-31.

Paris  and  Dianne  Reddy.  Lynne  and  Margie  were  named 
to  the  Tournament  All-Star  Team,  and  Lynne  was  awarded 
the  Most  Valuable  Player  trophy  for  her  outstanding  team 
play. 

The  reasons  for  the  girls'  fine  season  were  excellent 
team  play,  great  spirit,  and  constant,  rapid  improvement. 
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As  we  sat  in  the  Arena  each  Saturday  and  occasional  Wednesday  afternoon, 
we  wondered  what  ever  happened  to  hockey  at  Newton  High;  we  were  not  pre- 
pared for  such  a  rapid  switch-over  from  Newton  the  Hockey  Town  to  Newton 
the  G.B.I,  dropout.  It  seemed  a  shame  that  Newton's  fairweather  friends  lacked 
the  interest  to  sit  and  watch  our  team  develop  from  mediocrity  to  a  squad  capable 
of  playing  on  equal  terms  with  nearly  any  team  in  Greater  Boston.  The  very  few 
of  us  who  did  support  Newton  Hockey  this  year,  enjoyed  what  we  saw,  and  can 
only  feel  remorse  for  two  losses  out  of  the  whole  season — our  first  clash  with 
Arlington  and  our  final  bout  with  Brookline. 

But  what  happened  this  year  was  not  the  fault  of  the  team.  Newton  faced  the 
impossible  task  of  entering  the  league  with  really  only  one  returning  starter, 
Captain  Paul  Britt.  In  order  to  survive,  they  needed  dedicated  players,  willing  to 
work,  with  ability  to  hustle.  What  could  otherwise  have  been  a  disastrous  "build- 
ing year"  turned  out  to  be  a  year  of  invaluable  experience  for  the  growing  team, 
and  proved  that  the  boys  are  capable  of  playing  good,  sound  hockey.
